Police say Medina 
fled to Mexico after 
Fayette County bust

A Lawrenceburg 
businessman suspected 
in an elaborate scheme 


to “clone” 
vehicle 
identifica¬ 
tion num¬ 
bers has 
apparently 
fled the 
country. 

Gilberto 
Medina, 37, 
of 304 Bond St. operated 


Medina Auto on Indus¬ 
try Road before disap¬ 
pearing in July. 

The business was 
located next door to 
the Phoenix Academy 
school building. 

“When he realized 
his criminal fruitions 
were coming to an end, 
he took off,” said Det. 


Bryan Taylor of the 
Anderson County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office. “He is prob¬ 
ably in Mexico.” 

Taylor launched 
an investigation into 
Medina following his 
arrest in Fayette Coun¬ 
ty, where he bonded out 
of jail and apparently 
absconded. 


Medina also has 
warrants for his arrest 
in Fayette County for 
trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance and 
in Woodford County for 
theft by unlawful tak¬ 
ing, according to Taylor, 
who added that Medina 
is also a persistent felo¬ 
ny offender. 


Medina owned and 
operated an auto repair 
and salvage shop, 
which he allegedly 
used to “clone” VIN 
numbers from vehicles 
with salvage titles and 
place the ID numbers 
on similar, road-worthy 
stolen vehicles.

from West Virginia to the Gulf of 
Mexico.

Auditor 
says tax hike 
only option’ 
for revenue 


District spent $662K more 
than budgeted fori 2-13

Her message has been the 
same for all eight school dis¬ 
tricts Denise Keene audited for 
the 12-13 fiscal year — raise 
local school taxes in 2014 or be 
in danger of low levels of fund¬ 
ing next year. 

Keene, in her report of the 
Anderson County school dis¬ 
trict’s audit of last year’s financ¬ 
es, said she’s very serious about 
recommending districts take 
a 4 percent revenue increase 
every year to maintain budgets 
because of projected state and 
federal funding cuts. 

Anderson County’s unas¬ 
signed funds, previously 
referred to as unrestricted 
funds, are lower than what 
Keene would like to see, at 
$801,464. 

“Anything less than $1 mil¬ 
lion is getting a little dangerous 
for school districts,” Keene said 
of Anderson County’s unas¬ 
signed funds that can freely 
used by the district in case of an 
emergency. “If we do that this 
year [not raise taxes], that unas¬ 
signed fund balance will be

Try making Marian McKee say 
“I can’t.” 

Impossible. 

She’ll always change it to “I 
am.” 

McKee, 52, wants women to 
believe they’re phenomenal by 
saying they’re phenomenal. 

Everyday, even if they have to 
schedule a daily “I love you” regi¬ 


men for themselves. 

There’s power in those words, 
McKee says, but only if they put 
action behind it. 

“Close your eyes,” McKee 
instructs, interrupting last 
Wednesday’s interview about her 
upcoming “Phenomenal Woman” 
event held last Saturday, Nov. 9. 

She is serious and her eye con¬ 
tact is steady. 

She doesn’t speak again until 
she senses the reporter’s eyelids 
are closed. 

McKee, Lawrenceburg mother 
of three children, is legally blind. 

Since she was a teenager her

Pipeline meeting on again, but

‘They’re going to go 
in front of the [state] 
legislature [next year] 
and say they’ve bought 
the right 
of way 
from these 
residents 
and there 
are just a 
few that 
aren’t 
going to 
sell, and 
they’ll get their eminent 
domain.” 

Conway said the com¬ 
pany is going after some 
landowners who don’t 
have to worry about 
the pipeline’s potential 
impact. 

“They are targeting 
people who don’t live in 
Anderson County who 
are willing to take the 
money and run,” Con¬ 
way said in an obvious 


reference to one land 
owner who sold three 
tracts totaling over 
225 acres of land along 
Crooked Creek, Hyatt 
and Timber Creek Roads 
for just over $60,000. 

Another 43-acre tract 
on Crooked Creek Road 
sold for $6,500 while 
another 25-acre tract 
sold for $10,140. 

On Benson Creek 
Road, one 42-acre tract 
sold for $12,740, and 
another 315-acre tract 
sold for $35,640. 

Conway said he isn’t 
concerned about what 
people think of his oppo¬ 
sition to the pipeline. 

“Whether it hurts me 
or helps me in the next 
election, I don’t give a 
[darn],” he said. “If it 
was coming through my 
farm, they could offer 
me a million dollars and 
I wouldn’t sign off on it. 

“Big money buys 
whatever it wants, but it 
does not buy the county 
judge-executive.” 


Fiscal court reverses 
earlier decision, votes 
to host meeting 
with Williams

There will be a 
public meeting about 
the proposed Bluegrass 
Pipeline after all, but 
not later this month. 

Just weeks after 
rejecting an offer with 
the pipeline’s developer 
and saying such a meet¬ 
ing would do no good 
because the developer 
“wouldn’t answer ques¬ 
tions anyway,” Judge- 
Executive John Wayne 
Conway did an about 


face last Tuesday and 
asked magistrates to 
approve a meeting for 
Nov. 19. 

Magistrates unani¬ 
mously approved the 
meeting, only to find 
out two days that the 
developer, Williams 
Company, already had 
meetings scheduled 
elsewhere and couldn’t 
be there. 

Conway said Friday 
that he has spoken 
with company officials 
who now will attempt 
to schedule a meeting 
sometime next month. 

Asked why he 
changed his mind about 
holding public meeting 
with Williams, Conway 
said it was due to con¬ 


cerns he heard from 
residents. 

It remains to be seen 
exactly what type of 
meeting will transpire 
in December. Several 
weeks ago, Conway said 
the company offered to 
come and answer ques¬ 
tions, but didn’t clarify 
if that meant questions 
from the public or just 
the fiscal court. 

On Thursday, before 
learning the Nov. 19 
meeting had to be post¬ 
poned, Conway — who 
is a staunch opponent 
of the pipeline — said 
he isn’t interested in 
having a large number 
of people ask questions 
during the meeting. 

“I don’t want 120 


people standing up and 
asking questions,” Con¬ 
way said. “I want [the 
public] to get a group 
together and have 
maybe one or two peo¬ 
ple ask questions. That’s 
all I want.” 

Tom Droege, a 
spokesman for Wil¬ 
liams, said Friday that 
the company would 
gladly field questions 
from the public. 

“It will be up to [Con¬ 
way] to decide the for¬ 
mat,” Droege said. “Any 
time we get a chance 
to field questions from 
the public, we like to do 
that.”

critical condition as of Nov. 9. 

No one else was injured in 
the accident. 

The Anderson County sher¬ 
iff’s office, EMS and county 
fire also responded to the 
scene to assist KSP. 

The collision investiga¬ 
tion is still ongoing by state 
police, according to a KSP news 
release.

Taylor said the scheme 
was to purchase salvage 
vehicles for several 
hundred dollars from 
nearby Copart in the 
city’s industrial park 
to obtain the titles. 

He would then use a 
specialized machine to 
clone the ID markers on 
the dash and door posts, 
steal a vehicle of the 


same make and model 
as salvage vehicle and 
place those markers on 
that vehicle. 

“It was some of the 
best VIN numbers that 
I’ve ever had a chance 
to ID,” Taylor said. 

Once the cloning 
was complete, the sto¬ 
len vehicles had what 
appeared to be “clean” 
titles and were worth 
considerably more than 
what Medina allegedly 
spent on the salvage 
vehicles he purchased. 


Taylor launched 
his investigation after 
Medina’s arrest in 
Fayette County by 
obtaining a search war¬ 
rant for Medina Auto. 
When Taylor arrived, 
he found a 2011 Nissan 
Sentra in front of the 
business that he later 
determined had been 
stolen from a Hertz car 
rental business at the 
Louisville Airport. 

Medina was nowhere 
to be found and appar¬ 
ently had already left 


the country. 

Taylor said the car’s 
VIN was partially 
obscured by a Post-It 
note, but had clearly 
been altered to match 
the numbers from a 
similar salvage car. 

Another part of the 
scheme, Taylor said, 
was that Medina had 
dealer license plates 
due to the type of busi¬ 
ness he ran, which 
allowed him to drive 
the stolen vehicles. 

“It had not been 


inspected by the sher¬ 
iff’s office,” Taylor said. 
“He was circumventing 
going through the legal 
way because he was a 
dealer, and used dealer 
tags to drive it every 
day.” 

Taylor said Medina 
likely chose the Indus¬ 
try Road location for 
his business because of 
how close it is to Copart, 
which auctions salvage 
vehicles to dealers. 

Taylor said Copart 
played no roll in Medi¬ 


na’s alleged scheme. 

“Copart’s business is 
to sell vehicles every 
day,” Taylor said. “What 
happens to those vehi¬ 
cles is on the purchaser, 
not Copart.” 

Taylor said Medina 
operated his business 
for “several years,” and 
had a county business 
license dating back to 
2011.

Fiscal court saves 
taxpayers millions 

Magistrates make wise but tough decisions on roads 

W ith a pair of unanimous votes last Tuesday morning, 
the Anderson County Fiscal Court saved taxpayers 
here and across Kentucky $1 million. 

OK, that’s probably not accurate. It’s more likely that those 
two votes save taxpayers several million dollars in the coming 
years by simply doing the right thing. 

The first vote was about the county’s 120-plus miles of so- 
called orphan roads, the second about making developers honor 
their commitments. 

The orphan road issue has dogged the fiscal court 
for years and probably always will — that is unless 
some future fiscal court knuckles under and begins 
taking them over for maintenance. 

Here’s the deal: People for years have purchased 
lots and built homes on roads that are not publicly 
maintained. Why they would do such a thing is 
beyond me, but they do. 

Then, when the road gets bad and the developer 
who sold the lots dies, retires, goes broke or what¬ 
ever, that road typically crumbles. 

Residents will try to band together to have it 
graveled and graded, but that’s very expensive. 

Same goes for snow and 
ice removal. 
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As Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway pointed 
out, there are miles and 
miles of roads in that 
condition, and fixing just 
a couple would almost 
certainly deplete the 
county's precious road 
budget almost immedi¬ 
ately and would do so for 
years. 


Frustration finally sets in and a 
group of folks who live on the road 
will file into a fiscal court meeting, 
seeking the county’s relief. 

Residents will tell all sorts of 
heart-wrenching and often valid 
stories, including children walking 
to the bus in knee-deep mud, ambu¬ 
lances and fire trucks that can’t get 
to their homes and wintry condi¬ 
tions that place them and their 
neighbors in remarkably dangerous 
situations. 

That happened not long ago, 
prompting magistrates to reconsid¬ 
er the minimum standards a road 
must have before being taken over for county maintenance. 

On Tuesday, magistrates approved allowing those roads to be 
a bit narrower, but stopped well short of loosening the require¬ 
ments to have them taken over. 

Thank God. 

As Judge-Executive John Wayne Conway pointed out, there 
are miles and miles of roads in that condition, and fixing just 
a couple would almost certainly deplete the county’s precious 
road budget almost immediately and would do so for years. 

One, and it isn’t a lengthy one, would be at least a quarter of 
a million dollars, Conway said, and there are at least 100 more 
miles of them out there. 

In no time, millions of local and state tax dollars would have 
to be pumped into these roads while the roads already main¬ 
tained suffered. 

Yes, these are sad stories, but again, folks purchased homes on 
these roads and should have been aware of the problem at that 
time. 

If their real estate agent neglected or “forgot” to mention it, 
shame on them, and expecting the rest of us to pay for that mis¬ 
take is unreasonable. 

The court also made a wise decision to keep developers under 
the rule that requires their subdivisions to be 90 percent com¬ 
pleted before roads are finished and become county property. 

The real estate slowdown has left several developers in a 
lurch, forcing them to continue paying and increasing the 
amount of bonds required to be in place to complete those roads. 

Some have asked that the completion rate be lowered to 75 
percent, which would be a good deal for them but a bad deal for 
taxpayers. 

Developers took a risk when they built these subdivisions, 
and buying a road bond was one of them. 

It’s not the taxpayers’ fault that real estate crashed any more 
than it is the fault of the developer. Yet while taxpayers’ pockets 
weren’t line with profits during the boom times, the developers’ 
pockets were. 

Were the county to lower that 90 percent rate and the real 
estate market to rebound, roads that are finished would crumble 
as large trucks and equipment pull in to build the next wave of 
homes — and then it would be to taxpayers to repair those roads. 

That’s why that particular rule exists, and magistrates were 
wise to keep it in place.

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Sweet potatoes pack powerful 
punch in nutrient-rich bread recipe 


Kentucky Sweet Potato Bread 

Makes 10 servings 
1/4 cup margarine 
1/2 cup brown sugar 

2 eggs 

1 cup cooled mashed sweet potatoes 

3 tablespoons milk 

1 tablespoon grated orange peel 
11/2 cups self-rising flour 

1/2 cup whole wheat flour 
1/4 teaspoon allspice 
1/4 teaspoon nutmeg 

2 tablespoons chopped pecans 

1. In a mixing bowl, beat together (cream) margarine and brown sugar. Add eggs 
and mix well. Add sweet potatoes, milk and grated orange peel. Mix well. 

2. In a separate bowl, mix flours, allspice, nutmeg and pecans. 

3. Blend the wet and dry mixtures, stirring just until combined. 

4. Spray a 9 inch by 5 inch loaf pan with nonstick cooking spray. 

5. Pour mixture into pan and bake at 350 degrees for 45 to 50 minutes. Allow to 
cool for 10 minutes before removing from pan. Then drizzle glaze on bread. 

Glaze 

1 tablespoon margarine 
1 tablespoon reduced fat cream cheese 
1/4 cup powdered sugar 
11/2 teaspoon milk 
11/2 teaspoon orange juice 
1 teaspoon grated orange peel 

1. In a small mixing bowl, mix the margarine and cream cheese together. Add the 
remaining ingredients and mix well.

S weet potatoes are 
a favorite fall food. 
They are savory, sweet, 
nutritious and versatile too. 
Sweet potatoes are a Native 
American 
plant that was 
a main source 
of nourishment 
for early home¬ 
steaders and for 
soldiers during 
the Revolution¬ 
ary War. 

Sweet pota¬ 
toes are excel¬ 
lent sources of 
vitamins A and 
C. One half cup 
of cooked sweet 
potato provides 90 calories, 

3 grams of fiber and 380 
percent of the daily value 
for Vitamin A. 

Sweet potatoes are often 
confused with yams. Yams 
are a larger root vegetable. 
They have crisp, bland 
white to yellow flesh. True 
yams can be found in Lati¬ 
no grocery stores. They can 
be boiled, baked, fried, or 
prepared in any other way 
potatoes are except pureed, 
which emphasizes their 
sticky qualities. 

Two kinds of sweet pota¬ 
toes are grown in Kentucky: 
dark orange and pale yellow 
or white and have either 
moist or dry flesh. Choose 
firm, dark, smooth sweet 
potatoes without wrinkles, 
bruises, sprouts or decay. 
Even if cut away, a decayed 
spot may have already 
caused the whole potato 
to take on an unpleasant 
flavor. 

Sweet potatoes spoil 
quickly. Keep them fresh by 
storing them in a dry, cool 
(55-60 degree) place such 
as a basement, pantry, or 
garage. Don’t store them in 
the refrigerator, where they 
will develop a hard core 
and an “off’ taste. If stored 
properly, sweet potatoes will 
keep for a month or longer. 
At normal room tempera¬ 
ture, they should be used 
within a week of purchase. 
You may brush off any 
excess dirt before storing, 
but don’t wash them until 
you are ready to cook them. 
Moisture from washing will 


increase their spoilage. 

Cook sweet potatoes 
whole whenever possible 
as most of the nutrients re 
next to the skin. Skins are 
easier to remove after they 
have been cooked. Place 
potatoes in a pan and cook 
at 375 degrees for about 45 
minutes or until tender. 

Cool potatoes slightly before 
removing skins. 

Sweet potatoes can be 
cooked in the microwave 
oven to save time. Wash and 
pierce potatoes, then place 
them on a paper towel. The 
cooking time on high is 5-9 
minutes for two potatoes 
and 10-13 minutes for four 
potatoes. 

Yellow and dark orange 
sweet potatoes can be sued 
interchangeable in recipes. 
Try not to mix the two 
types in a single dish. Their 
different textures and cook¬ 
ing times may affect the 
outcome of the recipe. The 
yellow variety takes longer 
to cook than the orange. 

Mashed sweet potatoes 
can also be used inter¬ 


changeable in recipes call¬ 
ing for cooked pumpkin. 
These may include bread, 
pies, soups, cakes and casse¬ 
roles. 

To freeze sweet potatoes, 
it’s recommended that 
they be cooked, cooled and 
peeled, cut in halves sliced 
or mashed. Pack into freezer 
container or freezer bags. 
Leave some head space, 
label, date, seal and freeze.

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Digging down to words’ roots 


A s a gardener, I’m 

very familiar with 
roots. As a writer, I’m 
very familiar with words. 

I thought I’d 
put the two 
together this 
week and look 
into the origins 
of some of the 
phrases we use 
or hear regu¬ 
larly. That’s a 
bit unusual for 
a gardening col¬ 
umn and you 
may think me 
“mad as a hat¬ 
ter” for doing it. 

The most plausible 
origin of the phrase “As 
mad as a hatter,” meaning 
utterly insane, is attributed 
to the use of mercury in 
the making of felt hats in 


the 1800s. One of the symp¬ 
toms of mercury poisoning 
is insanity, so maybe that 
hatter should “turn over a 
new leaf.” 

To “turn over a new 
leaf” means a fresh start 
and it came into use in the 
1500s. At that time, pages 
in books were referred to as 
leaves. When they turned 
over a new leaf it meant 
a blank page in a work¬ 
book to start a new lesson. 
Perhaps the hatter should 
become a farmer. Nothing 
could go haywire with that. 
Right? 

Living on a farm, means 
using equipment, and 
with lots of use, something 
frequently goes wrong or 
simply goes “haywire.” 
Haywire is actually light¬ 
weight wire used in baling 


machines to tie up bales of 
hay. Becoming popular in 
the early 1900s, the term 
actually comes from the 
expression “hay-wire out¬ 
fit” and the U.S. Forestry 
used it to describe compa¬ 
nies that patched up faulty 
machinery with haywire, 
instead of making proper, 
long term fixes. 

Perhaps if the hatter 
learned to fix equipment 
properly he’d sure be 
“worth his salt.” Worth 
your salt means that you 
deserve the pay or reward 
that you get. For thousands 
of years, salt was highly 
prized and this saying dates 
all the way back to the 
time of Roman soldiers. 

The Roman army paid its

For someone who 
teased me about my 
new portable blue Royal 
typewriter sitting on 
my desk at home, my 
19-year-old sibling sure 
does like her handwrit¬ 
ten notes. 


As do I. 

This summer I 
stopped by a 127 Yard 
Sale booth at Eagle Lake 
and became fixated 
with a turning display 
stuffed with postcards. 

For about a half hour 
I selected a bunch of 
100-year-old postcards 
and read about the life 
of a woman sending 
messages to friends and 
family. 

I lied. I actually don’t 
know how long I stood 
there and dived into the 
life of someone no one 
remembers anymore. 

I didn’t piece together 
much about the life 
of the postcard writer 
because, let’s face it, 
postcard communica¬ 


tions are fairly self-con¬ 
tained with a “having 
fun” or “wish you were 
here” type of depth.

City approves economic development rate for Wild Turkey 


CITY COUNCIL NOTEBOOK 

The council unanimously approved an ordinance Sept. 
4 to accept bids from all electric companies that sell 
electric energy in the city. First reading for both KU 
and Bluegrass Energy were approved in October. 

The new franchise agreement, which was hammered 
out with the input of Kentucky Utilities and its legal 
team, will be a 10-year contract with a 45-day period 
for electric companies to terminate services with the 
city. 

Lighting of the Green, 
Christmas parade dates set 

The city's annual Remembrance and Lighting of the 
Green will be held Dec. 6 at 6 p.m., Mayor Edwinna 
Baker announced Monday at the November city 
council meeting. 

The annual Christmas parade will be held Dec. 7 at 5 
p.m., Baker said. 


Council schedules meeting 
to discuss Alcohol Beverage Laws 

The city council is scheduled to meet Nov. 20 at 3:30 
p.m. to discuss the Alcohol Beverage Control law 
passed by the state earlier this year, according to City 
Clerk Robbie Hume. 

The new state ABC laws resulting from the passage of 
Senate Bill 13 have been in effect since June 25, and 
the city will need to make changes to reflect differ¬ 
ences in the licensing procedures. 

Council approves second reading 
of KU, Bluegrass Energy franchises 

The city council unanimously approved the second 
reading of two ordinances and two resolutions to 
enter into franchise agreements with Kentucky Utili¬ 
ties and Bluegrass Energy. 

According to the franchise agreement, the city of Law- 
renceburg would receive an annual 3 percent of gross 
receipts from each electric company's sale of electric¬ 
ity to customers, the same percentage of receipts 
the city received in its previous franchise agreements 
with KU and Bluegrass Energy.

Campari America, 
the parent company of 
Wild Turkey Distillery, 
received a discount 
from the city for its 
water usage through a 
new economic devel¬ 
opment rate contract 
approved by the coun¬ 
cil. 

The city council 
voted 5-0 to move for¬ 
ward with an economic 
development rate con¬ 
tract between the city 
of Lawrenceburg and 
Skyy Spirits, LLC and 
Campari America, own¬ 
ers of the Wild Turkey 
Distillery 

Council member 
Larry Giles was absent 
during the Nov. 11 
council meeting. 

Once the distillery 
has reached more than 
7.56 million gallons of 
water a month, a series 
of discounts given by 
the city through the 
economic development 
rate will kick in for all 
city water purchased 


and used by Wild Tur¬ 
key. 

Terms of the five- 
year contract stipulate 
that if the distillery 
meets or exceeds 7.56 
million in volume, the 
first 2 million gallons 
will cost $3.30 per 1,000 
gallons, and decrease 
by about 30 cents per 
each 2 million gallons 
up to 8 million. 

Water usage that 
reaches more than 8 
million gallons will 
cost $2.25 per 1,000 gal¬ 
lons. 

Should Wild Turkey 
fall below the econom¬ 
ic development rate’s 
required base volume 
usage of 7.56 million 
gallons, another water 
rate will be applied. 

The economic devel¬ 
opment rate is directly 
tied to bringing jobs to 
the city, Mayor Edwin¬ 
na Baker said. 

As part of the agree¬ 
ment, Wild Turkey 
must produce a mini¬ 
mum of 40 additional 
jobs or 4 jobs per 1 


million gallons of aver¬ 
age monthly water 
use. Those positions 
must involve services 
that are physically 
performed with city 
water’s service area, 
according to the eco¬ 
nomic development 
rate agreement. 

Wild Turkey Master 
Distiller Jimmy Rus¬ 
sell and Plant Manager 
Rick Robinson were 
in attendance at Mon¬ 
day’s night meeting. 

Robinson thanked 
the council and said 
the economic develop¬ 
ment rate was a “bold 
move” on the part 
of the city to attract 
industry to Lawrence¬ 
burg. 

“A more competi¬ 
tive water rate helps 
us be more competi¬ 
tive in the industry,” 
Robinson said. 

An economic devel¬ 
opment rate could be 
applied to any industry 
or business within the 
city of Lawrenceburg 
that purchases city 


water, Baker said. 

Wild Turkey is eli¬ 
gible for a one exten¬ 
sion of its economic 
development rate, and 
such an extension can 
only last for another 


five years, according to 
contract documents. 

The available excess 
capacity of the Law¬ 
renceburg water treat¬ 
ment plant cannot 
fall below 20 percent

retina has deteriorated to the point 
where McKee can longer drive herself 
or read small print without the help 
of devices more powerful than read¬ 
ing glasses. 

She joked she didn’t know grass 
smelled green until one day when she 
went walking and fell face down after 
misjudging where the road ended and 
front lawns began. 

McKee said she was 30 before she 
could tell anyone about her retinitis 
pigmentosa — her medical condition 
that’s left her legally blind — without 
breaking down. 

“Your whole life, you couldn’t drive, 
you couldn’t do anything you think.” 
McKee said. 

Years ago, McKee said, she laid in 
her bed crying and unable to look past 
her handicap (McKee says she prefers 
handicap; she doesn’t what the word 
disability suggests.) She imagined 
herself at her grandmother’s grave 
and had a terrible thought of wanting 
to belong there, that the grave was 
where McKee should be. 

McKee later used the story of that 
vision of her grandmother’s grave in 
a speech for her Toastmaster’s group 
to explain why last Saturday’s “Phe¬ 
nomenal Woman” event held so much 
importance to her. 

“It doesn’t even matter, we’re all 
born phenomenal, but situations, 
environment, trials and tribulations, 
disappointments, unhappiness, try¬ 
ing to be who we’re not, not accepting 
who we are — all those things come 
into play in beating ourselves down,” 
McKee said. 

“What vision I do have is wonder¬ 
ful,” she said. “I think it’s the best 
vision I can have.” 

Saturday’s “Phenomenal Woman” 
event was the third iteration of McK¬ 
ee’s 2007 gathering called “Marian’s 
Tea Party,” partly inspired by a close 
friend of McKee’s who struggled with 
aggressive cancer. McKee held “Mar¬ 
ian’s Tea Party II” in 2008. 

McKee’s vision for “Phenomenal 
Woman” — a day of positive encour¬ 
agement, public speakers, poetry, 
fashion and style vendors — was not

only to motivate the women closest 
to her, but also to complete a High 
Performance Leadership project with 
Toastmasters International. 

For the last two years McKee has 
belonged to the Capital City Toast¬ 
masters group, an organization that 
teaches and encourages better public 
speakers and leaders. 

Fellow toastmaster and Lawrence- 
burg resident Steve Lanham has 
been a toastmaster since 2004, and 
joined the Frankfort chapter of the 
international organization a little 
after McKee joined. Cynthia Brandt, 
another Lawrenceburg resident, is 
also a member. 

Toastmasters meet once a week and 
listen to other members give prepared 
speeches or sometimes give one- to 
two-minute impromptu rebuttals on 
topical subjects such as the recent gov¬ 
ernment shutdown, Lanham, the vice 
president of public relations for the 
Frankfort chapter, said. 

Besides conquering a fear of public 
speaking, Toastmasters gives speakers 
the skills to think on their feet and 
apply that confidence to the toastmas¬ 
ter’s professional life, personal interac¬ 


tions or ability to give constructive 
feedback, Lanham said. 

McKee has already completed the 
first manual used by the group and 
is considered to be a “competent com¬ 
municator” working toward the next 
rank. Lanham said it takes members 
about five years to reach the group’s 
most esteemed title of “Distinguished 
Toastmaster.” 

McKee estimated she’s given about 
16 speeches to fellow toastmasters 
since joining the group, including her 
recent speech about her plans for 
“Phenomenal Woman.” 

“One of the things good speakers 
tell us to do is to tell a story and make 
a point, and she nailed that very well,” 
Lanham said of McKee’s speech pre¬ 
viewing last Saturday’s event. 

McKee said she was never afraid 
of public speaking (she’s never been a 
quiet person, as any of her friends and 
family could tell you, she said), but 
Toastmasters gave her something she 
sorely needed after battling feelings 
of inadequacy with the loss of her 
sight — confidence. 

It’s taught her how to structure her 
speech, use hand gestures, vocal vari¬ 


ety, how to use humor and eye contact 
to tell a story. 

On Saturday McKee stood behind 
the podium as she explained her 
“power source” for believing and feel¬ 
ing phenomenal was God. 

Even if she couldn’t really see the 
women seated in front of her. 

“I’m looking at you, but I can’t see a 
thing,” McKee said with a laugh as the 
handful of women in the audience 
laughed along with her. 

Others’ power source could be 
whatever they gave honor to, McKee 
said, but before that can happen, they 
need to release those things that make 
them worry or burdened. 

With McKee’s instruction, the 
women seated at tables decorated 
with white tablecloths, pink flowers, 
china and silver wrote down their 
negative thoughts. 

Because actions speak louder, in 
McKee’s words, the women inserted 
their pieces of paper into a shredder 
and wrote down new motivations 
about what makes them feel phenom¬ 
enal. 

“We are those things,” McKee said. 
“We just need to reinforce that.” 


Family Court Judge John David Myles seeking second term

Circuit Judge John 
David Myles filed papers 
Wednesday with the 
Kentucky Secretary of 
State’s Office to seek a 
second term in the Fam¬ 
ily Court Division in 
the 53rd Judicial Circuit 
representing Anderson, 
Shelby and Spencer 
counties. 

Myles was elected in 
November 2008 as the 
circuit’s first family 
court judge. 

According to his 
announcement, he has 
closed more than 7,100 
cases filed in the circuit 


since taking the bench 
on Jan. 1,2007 and has 
championed programs 
to combat the continu¬ 
ing problem of truancy 
in schools, supported 
legislation to raise the 
dropout age in Kentucky 
and added another layer 
of protection for kids in 
crisis by bringing Court 
Appointed Special Advo¬ 
cates (CASA) into his 
courtroom. 

“I am honored and 
humbled to have the 
opportunity to aid 
families, often in their 
darkest hours,” Myles 
said in the release. “As 
your family court judge,

I will continue to work 
diligently to ensure fair¬ 
ness and equality in my 
courtroom and to protect 
children who cannot 
protect themselves.” 

Through the Admin¬ 
istrative Office of the 
Court’s Truancy Diver¬ 
sion Program, Myles goes 
into middle and high 
schools across Anderson, 
Shelby and Spencer 
counties to speak direct¬ 
ly to students in danger 
of dropping out. 

“Many of the situ¬ 
ations I see in court 
everyday could be alle¬ 


viated if individuals had 
sufficient education,” 
Myles said. “Education 
can mean the difference 
between a life of hard¬ 
ship and a bright future. 
I am proud of the work 
I’ve done to combat this 
problem in our three- 
county circuit, and I con¬ 
tinue to be moved by the 
success stories I’ve seen.” 

After legislation in 
2009 failed to raise the 
dropout rate, Myles, 
with the support of 
more than a dozen of 
his colleagues, wrote to 
Kentucky Gov. Steve Bes- 


hear, urging him to offer 
his full support for such 
legislation in the next 
session. 

This year the General 
Assembly passed legisla¬ 
tion to raise the dropout 
rate to 18 in all Ken¬ 
tucky schools by 2017. 

Myles said that imme¬ 
diately after taking 
office he led efforts to 
bring CASA to the 53rd 
Judicial Circuit. 

“CASA volunteers 
serve as an extra set 
of eyes and ears for a 
judge,” he said. 

He said that since its 


implementation in 2008, 
CASA has helped scores 
of children involved in 
dependency, neglect and 
abuse cases in Anderson, 
Shelby and Spencer. 

Before his election 
Myles served as the 
Domestic Relations 
Commissioner, hearing 
domestic relations cases 
in the circuit from 2000 
to 2004. He also served 
as counsel for Shelby 
County Public Schools, 
the City of Lawrence¬ 
burg and the Kentucky 
Public Service Commis¬ 
sion.

dangerously low.” 

“[Raising taxes] is 
your only source,” she 
said. “It’s your only 
option.” 

School board mem¬ 
bers Roger McDowell 
and Lee Hahn, however, 
disagreed with Keene 
during a special-called 
meeting held at the 
Board of Education 
office last Thursday. 

Even if the board 
increased efforts to peti¬ 
tion the state for more 
funding, as school board 
president James Sargent 
reiterated during last 
Thursday’s meeting, 
taxpayers may still be 
negatively affected. 

“Realistically, it’s a 
like a balloon,” McDow¬ 
ell said. “The impact on 
our population is the 
same.” 

“At the end of the 
day, it’s the taxpayers 
that suffer,” Hahn said, 
as he continued in say¬ 
ing the state and federal 
government should be 
held as accountable for 
making budget cuts as 
the school board has. 

“Taxes [are] not the 
answer. You can’t tax 
your way out of any¬ 
thing,” he said. 

The school board 
voted 3-2 (with McDow¬ 
ell and Hahn voting 
against) to raise taxes in 
September by 3.26 per¬ 
cent to increase overall 
district revenue by 3 
percent for the 2013 fis¬ 
cal year. 

According to Super¬ 
intendent Sheila Mitch¬ 
ell’s presentation to 
board members as they 
weighed setting the 
tax rate in September,

roughly 56 percent of 
the district’s revenue 
comes from state Sup¬ 
port Education Excel¬ 
lence in Kentucky 
(SEEK) funding. 

Collected tax revenue 
from Anderson County 
taxpayers makes up 
about 34 percent of the 
district’s revenue. 

A 3 percent revenue 
increase was estimated 
to produce $8,343,908 
(not including new 
property) for the school 
district, an increase of 
$248,853 compared to 
the 2012 tax rate. 

The school district 
spent $662,759 more 
than the revenue it 
received for the 2012- 
2013 school year, Keene 
said, and also had to 
transfer about $46,000 
from the general fund 
to the combined Early 
Childhood Center and 
Emma B. Ward Elemen¬ 
tary daycare to cover 
expenses. 

The Kentucky 
Department of Educa¬ 
tion will not allow any 
line item to be in the 
red before the district’s 
budget is passed, Keene 
said, so money typically 
taken from the high 
school’s site-based fund¬ 
ing was instead pulled 
from the general fund 
for the Early Childhood 
Center and Emma B. 
Ward day care. 

Funds for daycare are 
typically taken from 
the high school’s gen¬ 


eral fund, but this year 
the district decided to 
account for the daycare 
fund through the dis¬ 
trict’s general fund for 
a more accurate picture 
of cost, Finance Officer 
Nick Clark said. 

The overage was due 
to the fact that high 
school students with 
children of their own 
are not charged for day¬ 
care services, Superin¬ 
tendent Sheila Mitchell 
said last Thursday. 

School board mem¬ 
bers debated several 
options for addressing 
the overage in daycare, 
from charging others 
more for day care ser¬ 
vices at ECC/Ward to 
offset loss at the high 
school to ensuring high 
school students fill out 
appropriate documents 
to bring state aid to 
support the high school 
daycare and its workers. 

The board took no 
action regarding the 
ECC/Ward daycare dur¬ 
ing the special-called 
meeting. 

Clark said following 
the meeting that the 
ECC and Ward daycare 
serves up to 130 chil¬ 
dren, while the high 
school daycare has no 
more than eight chil¬ 
dren. 

Not all of the news 
was bad news, Keene 
said. The district report¬ 
ed fewer findings in 
this year’s audit than 
last year, cutting down

Board member 
Donna Drury expressed 
concern about one find¬ 
ing from the middle 
school in which a cash 
advance was given to 
an individual who was 
not a school employee 
and did not have stu¬ 
dents participating in a 
class trip or class outing. 
According to the audit, 
the advance was used to 
purchase materials for 
a greenhouse, and sales 
tax was paid on the pur¬ 
chases. 

Keene wrote that the 


advance was an “unac¬ 
ceptable expenditure” in 
her audit. 

“This is the first time 
I have ever seen it,” 
Keene said. “This popped 
out as an unusual item.” 

“Well, I’m glad you 
caught that,” Drury said. 

Keene warned that 
because of changes to 
Red Book procedures 
in the coming months, 
districts may see more 
errors in future audits 
as schools adjust to new 
processes for activity 
fund spending. 

The district’s food 
service reported a posi¬ 
tive $542,444 cash bal¬ 


ance; one of the best 
Keene said she’s seen for 
a district’s food service 
budget. 

Between now and the 
setting of next year’s tax 
rate, however, the school 
board has some difficult 
decisions to make when 
it comes to ensuring 
there’s enough revenue 
to support the district’s 
staff and programs. 

“I think we’re in a 
dangerous time,” Keene 
told the board. “You’re 
probably going to raise 
your taxes every year 
just to maintain [ser¬ 
vices].”

What's really going to make you happy this week? 


T he Oxford Dic¬ 
tionary of English 
defines happy 
as “feeling or showing 
pleasure 
or content¬ 
ment.” This 
vagueness 
of this 
definition 
demon¬ 
strates the 
subjective 
nature of 
happiness; 
what really 
makes us 
happy? 

For some, happiness 
is being Danish. Accord¬ 
ing to the findings 
of the annual United 
Nations World Happi¬ 
ness Report, Demark is 
ranked in the top spot 
as being home to planet 
earth’s happiest people. 
In a recent article on 
huffingtonpost.com the 
reason given for their 
apparent national con¬ 


tentment is pleasure 
in their government’s 
provision of a variety 
of resources that sim¬ 
ply makes life easier, 
among them being 
national healthcare, 
egalitarian social struc¬ 
ture and social respon¬ 
sibility. 

The article quotes 
economist Jeffrey Sachs 
as saying that “there is 
now a rising worldwide 
demand that policy be 
more closely aligned 
with what really mat¬ 
ters to people as they 
themselves characterize 
their well-being.” He 
reveals, perhaps implic¬ 
itly, what people essen¬ 
tially define happiness 
as. It is not simply “feel¬ 
ing or showing pleasure 
or contentment;” it is 
feeling or showing plea¬ 
sure or contentment 
when things are hap¬ 
pening in a way we feel 
will benefit us and our 


families the most. In 
other words, the aver¬ 
age person’s view of 
what creates happiness 
is what makes them 
happy; happiness is a 
self-centered view of 
life as we want it. 

With this relativistic 
view of happiness, self 
is the standard. It is 
often based on who con¬ 
trols the White House, 
how much money is 
in the bank, how well 
our children are behav¬ 
ing or how well we are 
getting along with our 
spouse. Measuring hap¬ 
piness by the changing 
situations in life is like 
measuring distance 
with your footsteps: the 
results will vary by the 
individual. 

In other words, 
when our personal 
preferences become the 
standard, there ceases 
to be a true standard. 
These are all temporal 


realties that our finite 
fallen humanity is 
bent toward in our vain 
pursuit of happiness 
outside a personal rela¬ 
tionship with God. 

There is, however, a 
standard by which we 
can gauge happiness. In 
Matthew chapter 5:3-12, 
our Lord Jesus describes 
it as being “blessed.” 
Among those he says 
are blessed are those 
who are persecuted, 
maligned and defamed 
“for righteousness sake.” 
The Greek word trans¬ 
lated “blessed” can also 
be rendered “happy.” So 
with this in mind, Jesus 
is teaching his followers 
that happiness is not 
when our lives are com¬ 
fortable, or when the 
government is provid¬ 
ing all we think we are 
entitled to. 

Rather, happiness is 
something we can pos¬ 
sess when those things 


are absent, even when 
we are being persecut¬ 
ed, hated and mistreat¬ 
ed for the gospel. True 
happiness is a result 
of being in a personal 
relationship with God 
through Jesus Christ. 

In Philippians 4:11- 
13, the Apostle Paul 
reiterates this truth 
when he writes, “I have 
learned in whatever 
situation I am to be con¬ 
tent. I know how to be 
brought low, and I know 
how to abound. In any 
and every circumstance, 
I have learned the 
secret of facing plenty 
and hunger, abundance 
and need. I can do all 
things through him 
who strengthens me.” 

Happiness is not 
when the world is fill¬ 
ing our coffers, but 


when our hearts are 
filled with the peace 
of God. Happiness can 
be ours even when our 
worlds are falling apart. 
Life is difficult. People 
let us down. Govern¬ 
ment is inefficient. But 
biblical happiness is not 
grinning like a Cheshire 
cat while our hearts 
are breaking inside us. 
Happiness is finding 
that place of rest in 
the midst of the storm, 
knowing that God has 
our back for our good 
and his glory.

Mount Eden School 
landmark tom down

The old Mount Eden School is in 
rubble now, but it lives on in the 
memory of those who went to school 
there, memories that some are find¬ 
ing hard to let go. 

“I was really careful with the 
way I did the demolition; I saved a 
lot of bricks,” said Barry Campbell, a 
Vietnam veteran and a member of 
the Mount Eden Ruritan Club who 
attended school in the building on KY 
53. 

Ruritan Club member, Mount 
Eden alumnus and Shelby County 
Magistrate Tony Carriss said the club, 
which purchased the building in 
1982, decided to demolish the building 
because of safety and crime issues. 
The building had been the educa¬ 
tional site for students - as a 12-year 
school, an 8-year school and finally 
through sixth grade - and then pro¬ 
fessionals trying to learn the art of 
horse shoeing. 

“The building had been vandalized 
many times since the horse shoeing 
school had moved out, and the Ruri¬ 
tan Club decided it was too dangerous 
in its current state,” Carriss said. 

Tim Perry, also a member of the 
Ruritan Club, who went to first 
through third grades at the school in 
the early 1970s, said the structure, a 
1-story brick building erected in 1939, 
had been a big part of the communi¬ 
ty of Mount Eden even after it closed 
down as a school. 

That was because it had become 
a facility to train farriers until 2009, 
when the Kentucky Horse Shoeing 
School relocated to Richmond. 

“When it [the farrier school] went 
out about four or five years ago, it 
[the building] got in bad shape,” he 
said. “The roof was leaking. It would 
have cost us a million dollars to fix it. 
We couldn’t use it for anything else, 
that’s why it’s been vacant all this 
time.’ 

It was Campbell who last week 
demolished the building, and he said 
that he took care to preserve many 
bricks so that anyone who went to 
school there can have a brick for free 
for a keepsake. 

“I have some really good friends I 
went to school with there - some of 
them I was in Vietnam with,” he said. 
“I was the only one who came back; 
sometimes it’s hard to deal with that. 
Why did I get to come back and not 
them?” 

Campbell said that the only 
reminder he had of those friends was 
when he passed by the old school 
building where they had shared so 
many happy times together. 

Perry said he could understand the 
feelings of people who have wanted 
to keep the building in operation 


because of its history in the commu¬ 
nity and because people are naturally 
sentimental about where they went 
to school, he said. 

“I loved it myself,” he said. “I can 
still see it in my mind the way it used 
to be, with the ball diamond behind 
it, and our big gymnasium, but that 
[gym] burned down the year after the 
school closed. Some say it was arson.” 

Carriss said he was sentimental 
about it, too. 

“Many wonderful memories were 
made in the halls of that school,” he 
said. 

Carriss’ sister, Vivian Lisby, who 
works at Carriss Grocery, said when 
she heard the building was about to 
be torn down, she rushed out to get 
one last look at it. 

“I went to school there, grades first 
through six -1 sure hate it [the demo¬ 
lition], but I know how it is,” she said. 

“My dad went to school there, too, 
but he had to graduate at Waddy 
because 1949 was the last graduating 
class there [for high school],” she said. 

Lisby’s friend, Theresa Hargis, 
echoed those sentiments, also, on 
Lisby’s Facebook page: “Ted and I had 
a lot of great times with our precious 
friends there; every July 4th; my, my, 
making memories like a post card, we 
can pull them out from time to time.” 

Perry said that the Ruritan Club’s 
decision to tear down the school 
really was in the best interest of the 
community in the practical sense. 

“It just wasn’t feasible [to repair 
and operate]; it was a liability,” he 
said. 

Campbell said that was especially 
true because the club had lost the 
$3,500 per year revenue the building 
had been bringing in from the farrier 
operation. 

That money had been used to keep 
the utilities on, and for needed main¬ 
tenance, he said, adding that people 
in favor of keeping the facility had 
suggested it be used as a public hous¬ 
ing unit, but there was no money to 
repair it with. 

Jim O’Malley, a former Ruritan 
Club member, said he was in favor of 
the demolition. 

“Ever since it [the building] has 
been vacant, kids have broken all the 
windows out, and it was just an acci¬ 
dent waiting to happen,” he said. 

Said Perry: “Somebody could have 
gotten hurt there, or started a meth 
lab in it, or it could have caught on 
fire, and it would be a shame for a 
fire fighter to get hurt trying to save 
an old building like that. 

And then, too, we’ve had an issue 
in Mount Eden before with old build¬ 
ings getting too run down, and that’s 
what we were trying to prevent. So I 
think we did the community a favor, 
as heart breaking as it is that it had to 
end up that way.”

I t’s time for a refresher 
course in football fandom 
and we’re just in time for 
Friday night.

He’s a mega-talented 
quarterback who is currently 
the centerpiece of Mark Stoops’ 
banner recruiting class of 2014 
at the University of Kentucky. 
Barker is also the program’s de 
facto recruiter, openly pushing 
for other top prospects to join 
him in Lexington. 

He’s a 4-star player, accord¬ 
ing to ESPN.com, and ranked 
No. 7 nationally at his position. 
How good is Barker? 

Consider that when Stoops 
was hired at UK last year, few 
thought he had a chance of cor- 
raling the 6-foot-4, 220-pounder. 
Many felt he was a lock for 
South Carolina and Steve Spur¬ 
rier. 

But last May, Barker commit¬ 
ted to Kentucky, causing some 
Wildcat fans to hyperventilate 
over UK landing a quarterback 
over other SEC powers. 

They said, over and over, 
something like, “This guy is Top 
10 nationally.” 

This was not UK winning 
a recruiting battle with, say, 
Miami of Ohio, or an OVC team. 
Kentucky got a quarterback 
when Steve Spurrier was call¬ 
ing. That happens about as 
often as Spurrier’s visor making 
it through the year unscathed. 

For his part, Barker has 
been great on and off the field. 
He’s got good numbers against 
a schedule laden with teams 
from northern Kentucky, where 
football is king. He’s also been 
submitting a diary to Kentucky 
Sports Radio’s website and 
appears to be a well-grounded 
young man who talks about his 
journey but praises teammates 
and foes alike.

The cool weather 
caused by the longer 
nights of November 
have deer feeling frisky. 
Mating activity peaks 
in mid-November and 
increases deer move¬ 
ment. 

Data from the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police 
shows deer and vehicle 
collisions are highest in 
November. 

Motorists must pay 
attention while driv¬ 
ing during this time of 
year, especially those 
traveling rural and 
outer suburban roads 
at night. Slow down 
and remain alert while 
driving, particularly in 
areas where woods bor¬ 
der the road. Deer often 
dart out from wooded 
areas onto the road 
before a driver realizes 


“The issue of deer 
and vehicle collisions 
has no easy fix,” said 
Tina Brunjes, deer and 
elk coordinator for the 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “Slowing 
down is inconvenient, 
but it reduces both 


the number of colli¬ 
sions and the damage 
incurred when a deer 
can’t be avoided.” 

Deer move around 
the most during the 
early morning and at 
dusk. With the return 
to standard time this 
past weekend, the peak 
of daily deer activity 
coincides with the peak 
of human activity as 
people go to and return 
from work. Foggy early 
mornings are especially 
dicey. 

Research from the 
Kentucky State Police 
shows the hours of 5 
to 8 p.m. and 5 to 8 a.m. 
account for 53 percent 
of all deer and vehicle 
collisions during Octo¬ 
ber, November and 
December. 

The look of a person 
completely flummoxed 
by a surprising situa¬ 
tion is described as “a 
deer in the headlights.” 
Deer caught in the road 
by an approaching 
vehicle often will not 
move out of the way, 
even after the driver 
honks the horn and 
flashes the headlights. 

Kentucky counties 
bordering the Ohio 


River in the north, 
along with Jefferson, 
Franklin, Hardin, 
Henderson, Hopkins 
and Boyd counties, 
accounted for the most 
deer and vehicle col¬ 
lisions reported to the 
Kentucky State Police 
from 2008 to 2012. 
These counties had 71 
or more collisions each 
year. Boone County had 
the highest number of 
vehicle collisions with 
deer, an annual aver¬ 
age of 152 during that 
same 5-year period. 

If you encounter a 
deer in the road, watch 
for traffic behind you 
and slow to a stop. 
Allow the animal to get 
out of the way. Keep 
the headlights of your 
vehicle on so other 
motorists can see your 
stopped vehicle and the 
deer in the road. Deer 
often travel in groups, 
so if you see one, others 
are likely nearby. 

Hunting does not 
increase deer move¬ 
ment in fall - it occurs 
naturally. Breeding 
causes the movement, 
not hunting. Hunting is 
one of the best ways to 
prevent these collisions 


because it lowers deer 
density. 

Be vigilant while 
driving in low light 
conditions over the 
next month. Deer and 
moving vehicles don’t 
mix.

Those on the field knew. 

“I saw it. I knew he was 
going to have to go get some 
stitches,” said Anderson 
defensive end Landon Searcy, 
who was in on the play. “I was 
just hoping he was all right.” 

“He was pretty cut up,” 
added Cooper coach Randy 
Borchers. “It was pretty deep 
cuts.” 

Ludwig, who was a tight 
end when Cooper started its 
run to the final with a 48-0 
romp past Anderson last year, 
had thrown for 262 yards and 
four touchdowns when he 
went down. Cooper netted 
just six yards of offense after 
his injury and the Bearcats 
dominated with a balanced 
attack over the final 24 min¬ 
utes. 

“I really didn’t know if he 
was out or not,” said Ander¬ 
son’s Ross Cox, who was back 
after missing a game with 
a thigh bruise. “You have to 
come out and play football 
anyway.” 

“You hate to see a kid go 
down like that,” said Ander¬ 
son coach Mark Peach, “but 
I was proud of how our kids 
stepped it up in the second 
half.” 

Indeed. 

With Cooper only a shell 
of the team it had been 
with Ludwig in control, 
the Bearcats pounced and 
devoured. 

Dusty Puckett picked off 
backup quarterback Billy 
Prickett’s first pass attempt 
and returned it 36 yards for a 
score just 59 seconds into the 
second half. 

“When Puckett returned 
that interception, it gave us 
a quick score and it cut (the 
deficit) to seven,” Peach said. 
“That was a huge play.” 

Puckett said he was read¬ 
ing Prickett’s eyes and when 
the ball caromed off the 
intended receiver, he hap¬ 
pened to be in the right spot. 

“When Dusty got that 


interception, everybody on 
the team was hyped,” added 
quarterback Zachary Carmi¬ 
chael. 

Anderson went on to turn 
a fumble recovery from Tyler 
Puckett into a 31-yard field 
goal from Joe Rose to make it 
35-31 late in the third quarter, 
then turned a pair of inter¬ 
ceptions into the go-ahead 
and clinching touchdowns in 
the fourth stanza. 

“The field goal was big 
because we were able to get 
points and keep putting more 
pressure on them,” Peach said. 

But Anderson would not 
get the lead until a 21-yard 
pass from Carmichael to Ross 
Cox with only 5:53 to play 
capped an 83-yard scoring 
drive. 

The go-ahead score had 
been set up when Prickett 
under-threw his receiver at 
the Bearcat 5. Sam Laytart 
got the pick, returning it to 
the 17. Anderson put together 
what might have been its 
most impressive march since 
the Franklin County game 
three weeks earlier, taking 11 
plays and nearly five min¬ 
utes to score. The Bearcats 
did not pass until they neared 
midfield and twice in the 


drive, Anderson converted 
third-and-1 situations when 
Carmichael simply tucked 
the ball and followed Darius 
Harvey and Landon Searcy 
on the left side of the line. 

“We think that’s a pretty 
good way to go,” Peach 
quipped. 

“We came out and were 
able to get a couple of big 
plays and got the momen¬ 
tum,” Searcy said. 

When the Bearcats, who 
had come into the game 
about a 10-14 point favorite 
in the computer polls, finally 
took the lead, it was simply 
a matter of running out the 
clock. Cooper had shown little 
offensive capability after 
Ludwig had gone down. 

Neither Prickett nor Cory 
Fussinger, both of whom saw 
action under center, were 
able to mount any kind of 
an air attack and the Cooper 
ground game, which pounded 
Anderson for 286 yards a year 
ago, netted just five yards on 
22 carries Friday. 

Meanwhile Anderson put 
up 368 yards over 60 plays. 
The Anderson brain trust 
split the calls 60-40 run-pass. 


But early, the Bearcats 
were reeling. Three times, 
Anderson found itself down 
by two touchdowns. “We 
were scrambling trying to 
figure out a way to win this 
football game,” Peach said. 

For nearly 18 minutes, the 
only thing Bearcat fans had 
to cheer about was a 39-yard 
interception return for six by 
Brayden Russell. 

Cooper had driven 84 yards 
with Ludwig hitting Aaron 
Morgan for a 21-yard scoring 
pass on the Jaguars’ opening 
drive, then after Russell’s 
theft, Cooper responded with 
a 67-yard drive for a score 
and then seemed to give the 
Bearcats a punch in the gut 
when the Jaguars blocked Joe 
Rose’s punt for a touchdown. 

It set off a wild seven min¬ 
utes that saw 35 points scored. 
Anderson hit on bombs of 63 
and 54 yards to Russell and 
Cox, while Cooper tallied on 
scoring passes to Richie Pauls 
(8 yards) and Fussinger (52 
yards) to make it 35-21. 

“We had been down 14 to 
Franklin County and came 
back,” Searcy noted. 

“We knew we could come 


back if we took care of the 
ball,” Carmichael added. 

“We had told the kids Coo¬ 
per would not come in here 
intimidated,” Peach said. 
“They were state runner-up 
last year and even though 
they were 3-7, you look at 
who they have played, you 
knew they were not going to 
be intimidated.” 

Anderson, however, over¬ 
came its own issues. Cox was 
not 100 percent, Carmichael 
was testing a hip and Huston 
Page was nursing a shoulder 
problem, both aggravated the 
week before at Collins. Chris 
Toomey, who had turned into 
a playmaker at the end of the 
season, dressed, but did not 
play after a shoulder injury. 

“Our kids came through 
under some adversity,” Peach 
said. “Ryan Martin gave us 
some big runs. Brayden Rus¬ 
sell had some big plays. Cox, 
Carmichael, Dusty Puckett. 
Our line did some good things. 
Joe Rose kicked a big field 
goal. It seemed like it was one 
person after another.”

Bearcats lost a heart-breaker 
to John Hardin in the 2010 
regional final, then after a 
realignment, defeated Con¬ 
ner, 31-30, in a thriller two 
years ago. 

Conner will be shooting 
for its second regional final 
berth in three years. Last 
season, Conner made it to 
the second round before los¬ 
ing at Franklin County. 

Before the 2013 season, 
most observers felt the 
teams could meet in the 
playoffs, but in the regional 
final again. Most pre-season 
analyses had the Cougars 
and Bearcats as the top 
teams in the region with 
Conner as the slight favorite 
to make it to Bowling Green 
out of the eastern half of 
the state. However, Conner 
fell at South Oldham in mid¬ 
season and had to settle for 
the No. 2 seed from District 
5. 

Last week, the Cougars 
held off Montgomery 
County, 30-27, in the playoff 
opener to improve to 8-3. 
Anderson is 9-2. 

Even though Anderson 
routed Montgomery in late 
September, Anderson coach 
Mark Peach says his team is 
in for “a great challenge.” 

Obviously, Barker, who 
could have had his pick 
from nearly every major col¬ 
lege in the country, is a big 
reason. A two-way threat, 
Barker has completed 64.5 
percent of his passes for 
2,578 yards and 32 touch¬ 
downs this year. He’s also 
Conner’s leading rusher

with 733 yards and nine 
scores. 

“He has all the tools to be 
a successful quarterback,” 
says Peach, who was very 
impressed with Barker two 
years ago. “He has great 
leadership skills, a big arm, 
is very elusive, is very hard 
to bring down and he is 
always, always, always look¬ 
ing downfield to throw even 
with people hanging all over 
him.” 

Last Friday, Barker was 
17-for-28 passing for 233 
yards and three touchdowns. 
He also ran 11 times for 49 
yards in the win over Mont¬ 
gomery County. 

Peach notes that while 
Barker’s game is worthy of 
the lofty national rankings, 
the Cougars are far from a 
one man show. 

“They have a running 
back that played defense 
against us in 2011. He is play¬ 
ing both ways now,” Peach 
says of Jesse McKeehan, who 
ran for 75 yards and a touch¬ 
down on six carries against 
Montgomery County. On 
the year, however, he’s been 
more effective as a receiver

with 417 yards. 

Receiver Andrew Way 
snagged seven passes for 85 
yards against Montgomery. 
He’s hauled in 80 passes this 
season for 886 yards. 


Peach says Conner has 
good size in the line. “They 
are solid on both sides of the 
ball,” he says. 

The Rating the State 
rankings that appeared in 


Monday’s Lexington Herald- 
Leader list Anderson as a 
slight favorite. The Bearcats 
are ranked sixth in Class 5A, 
Conner is ranked seventh. 

Having Barker playing at 
Hollie Warford Stadium is 
exciting for the Bearcats and 
the huge legion of Kentucky 
fans in the area. Peach 
acknowledges and embraces 
that fact.

weeks ago, the buzz around 
Lawrenceburg has been that 
Drew Barker might visit town. 

It will happen this week. 

And a lot of Anderson Coun¬ 
ty fans might need to remind 
themselves that Barker will be 
on the wrong side of the field. 
The Bearcats hope that the 
next time Barker puts on blue 
and white, it will be in Com¬ 
monwealth Stadium. 

It’s really impossible to 
fully know these things, but 
it appears that Barker is the 
highest-rated player to ever 
suit up against the Bearcats. 
He’s ranked No. 161 overall by 
ESPN. By comparison, Barker’s 
future teammate, Ryan Tim¬ 
mons of Franklin County, was 
ranked No. 249 nationally 
when he played against Ander¬ 
son last year. 

A look back at history indi¬ 
cates the Bearcats just missed 
on going against some other 
big-time stars out of northern 
Kentucky. Anderson played 
Highlands in the 1999 playoffs, 
a year after Jared Lorenzen 
and Derek Smith graduated 
and went on to star at UK. 

Nearby, Harrodsburg’s Den¬ 
nis Johnson was named the 
National High School Defen¬ 
sive Player of the Year by 
several services in 1997, but 
Anderson and Harrodsburg 
High had ended that series 
a decade before. Johnson, of 
course, also played at UK, then 
went on to a nice NFL career. 


There have been other 
greats that Anderson went 
against, including Danville’s 
Chester Ford and Richmond 
Madison’s Robbie Morton, a 
pair of linemen who went 
to Tennessee. Anderson also 
went against some greats like 
Bardstown’s James Brewer and 
McKell’s Don Gullett, players 
who could have had their pick 
of football schools but chose 
other sports. 

(Brewer played basketball 
at Louisville in the 1980s while 
Gullett was the top pitcher on 
Cincinnati’s Big Red Machine 
in the 70’s.) 

But since recruiting became 
its own sport with all of the 
state and national rankings, I 
can’t remember anyone with 
the hype and expectations 
Drew Barker brings to Friday’s 
game against the Bearcats. 


So with the Big Blue having 
such a hold on Anderson Coun¬ 
ty, what does a fan do? 

Enjoy watching Barker. I 
saw him two years ago and 
loved his game. He’s legit. 

But it’s not an exhibition. 

This one is for a chance at 
the biggest prize and some 
seniors will play their final 
high school game Friday night. 
Anderson won at Conner, 31-30, 
two years ago under the same 
circumstances. Anderson is a 
slight favorite Friday night. 

And if Anderson comes 
through, they advance, while 
the star quarterback gets ready 
to play at UK. That’s the best 
of both worlds for fans who 
are Bearcats on Friday and 
Wildcats on Saturday.
